This is the front page story from the 
Thursday, March 16, 1978 Gateway. 
The more things change, the more they 
stay the same...

Over 5000 Alberta students and 
staff demonstrated their opposi- 
tion to inadequate government 
funding of universities yesterday. 

They chanted “We won’t pay 
more forless,” and gathered on the 
steps of the Alberta legislature to 
demand that the government 
loosen the public purse strings to 
alleviate the financial pressures that 
have led to tuition increases and 
cutbacks in services which have 
eroded the quality of education. 

The debate on the floor of the 
legislature immediately following 
the protest proved that the cries 
fell on deaf ears. 

The march, organized by the U 
of A Committee to Oppose Tuition 
Increases And Cutbacks and com- 
parable committees in Calgary and 
Lethbridge, stretched longer than 
the entire length of the High Level 
Bridge. 

At the legislature the premier 
[Lougheed] and members of the 
government and opposition waited 
forthe crowd of protesters to gather. 

The premier greeted them and 
told them in a brief speech inter- 
rupted by boos and chanting that 
there were two issues: the matter 
of government funding of educa- 
tion and the level of fees. He told 
them the taxpayer pays 87 percent 
of the U of A’s operating budget, 
and that tuition in Alberta, a prov- 


ince with good employment op- 
portunities, was among the lowest 
in the country. 

This was met by the crowd with 
loud chanting of “bullshit, bullshit, 
bullshit.” 

Lougheed pointed out that the 
students were demanding the tax- 
payer pay an even greater portion 
of the cost of education, and the 
protesters shouted backa thunder- 
ous “ Yes...righton,” chanting, “We 
pay taxes too.” 

Following Lougheed’s speech, 
FAS executive officer Brian Mason 
was let through the line of police 
officers cordoning off the steps to 
the microphones. He told the dem- 
onstrators the government state- 
ments were inaccurate and stu- 
dents are protesting punitive gov- 
ernment spending on education 
across the country. 

He said the restrictive spending 
was part of a general government 
policy of restrictive spending for 
all social services, and pointed out 
that it was the premier’s own ad- 
mission that the Alberta Student 
Loan system “stinks.” 

The greatest round of applause 
went to U of A president Harry 
Gunning who told the students and 
staff their interest in the quality of 
education and the march had gen- 
erated meetings between the gov- 
ernment and the University. It also 
precipitated yesterday’s debate on 
the floor of the legislature. 

“You have demonstrated true 
concern and nothing but good can 
come out of it,” he said.

A New Student 


Loan Program 


The Process 


For almost a year now the provincial government has been negotiating changes to the Alberta Student Loan Program. 
They hired the consulting firm Deloitte & Touche to compile and analyze all of the data that would be received. 
Stakeholders, including students, were asked to make submissions to be considered by Deloitte & Touche in their 
recommendations to the government. The Students’ Union’s submission, which consisted of not only suggestions but 
obvious concerns, was completed in the middle of August. The consulting firm submitted a draft report to the 
government, and student leaders from across the province had the opportunity to respond to the report. This included 
pointing out those areas with which we agreed and those areas which we found to be unacceptable. 


The Students’ Union at the University of Alberta has for a numbers of years been advocating an Income Contingent 
Student Loan Program, however, this does not appear to even be an option for the government. The government seems 
to be extremely close to an agreement with some major Canadian banks regarding the program. Their agreement has 
become known as a risk sharing agreement. This means that the banks will take on greater responsibility when it comes 
to student loans, and as a result the risk for the loans. 


In our last meeting with the Student Finance Board, the Students’ Union received a submission from the board that 
contained the following statements: 


Features of the Proposal 


1. The province will determine eligibility for loans. This responsibility will not be delegated to the banks. 


2. Access to students is assured. The government will provide certain guarantees to the bank(s) for loans to students 
who may have had credit problems in the past. In return, all loans will be honored. 


3. The government guarantee on most loans will be removed in return for the payment of a premium to the bank(s). 
This premium will be paid by government, not students. 


4. The province will continue to pay interest on students behalf while they are in school and for six months thereafter. 
5. Controls on future increase to students’ net debt will be established. 


6. Provision will be made for students to transfer previous loans to participating bank(s) under the new financial 
arrangements. 


Benefits for Students 


1. Loan repayment will be flexible and sensitive to income, specifically: 


@ bank(s) will treat each loan and each borrower in the same manner as other consumer customers in 
comparable circumstances. This treatment may include adjustment to amortization schedules, graduated 
repayment schedules or decreased interest rates it the loan is co-signed by a qualifying guarantor, 

¢ the interest relief program will remain to provide for the suspension of payments for graduates who may 
be unemployed or under employed. 

e the remission program will remain to control students’ net debt on graduation. 


2. Competitive interest rate options (fixed and variable) will be based on the bank(s) prime rate. Based on today’s prime 
rate, the variable interest option would result in lower interest costs for students. 


3. Improved service to students, including: 


¢ the provision of budgeting and financial planning assistance by the bank(s), 
¢ annual statements on outstanding loan amounts, 
¢ ability of students studying out of province to deal with a local bank in the province of study, 
* provision for the possible future harmonization of the provincial loan program with the Canada student 
loans program, 
® convenience 
¢ No more line ups at the bank! 
- convenient drop boxes on selected campuses 
- paperwork accepted by any bank branch 
- prepaid mail envelope distributed with Certificate of Eligibility 
¢ Credit funds directly to any financial institution account of your choice 
¢ Guaranteed processing within 72 hours of receipt of papers at student Loan Centre

He promised to inform us when 
the consultants were hired and he 
assured us that part of their job was 
to consider student input. After 
waiting months to hear back from 
Mr. David Bruch, we became in- 
creasingly impatient. Finally, in 
January, we learned that the BoG 
decided they lacked the funds to 
continue this resident community 
assessment project. 

At the same time, we learned the 
position of V.P. of Student and Aca- 
demic Services was being axed. Lois 
Stanford, the soon to be former V.P., 
acts as the vital link between stu- 
dent residences and the BoG. Even 
though we have been assured the 
university listens to the students, 
the Copains are being shut out of 
the processes; we're losing our battle 
without having the opportunity to 
fight. 

We challenge the BoG to become 
accountable to students and to be- 
gin making decisions with the stu- 
dents’ and residences’ best inter- 
ests in mind. Ours is not the only 
residence affected by the problems 
within the BoG. We are, however,

Does this mean that the U of A’s 
genetics department supports the 
AETA’s view that people should 
“boycott the dolphin shows at 
(WEM) mall” as one of the pam- 
phlets suggests? There are also sev- 
eral pamphlets dealing with. the 
use of animals for testing and they 
suggest boycotting the purchase of 
any product tested in such a man-

ner. Does this mean that Genetics 
condonesabanonbuying the Cold- 
Buster bar? What is going on here? 
Does the AETA have the depart- 
ment of Genetics’ permission to 
send out their propaganda in U of 
A stationary? Who gave them this 
permission? Hello? Hello? Do you 
want your university associated 
with a group that wants the beef 
and leather industries stopped be- 
cause they are “exploiting” cows? 
But back to the dolphins. Here 
are some hard-core facts for you 
according to Dolphin Quest in 
Hawaii and easily verifiable. 
1) “The North Pacific driftnet 
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fishery for squid, conducted pri- 
marily by Korea, Japan, and Tai- 
wan, took an enormous number of 
dolphins (estimates are about 
100,000 annually.)” 

2) “It is estimated that Japan 
alone has been taking approxi- 
mately 50,000 dolphins annually 
in the harpoon and drive fisheries 
and that there are many similar 
localized fisheries throughout the 
world.” 

Now, I am not trying to depress 
you with these statistics, I am just 
trying to put AETA’s ultimate goal 
into perspective . There are only 
about 500 cetaceans in captivity in 
the entire world and that includes 
killer whales, porpoises, etc. as well 
as dolphins. Edmonton has 4 of 
these 500 and the AETA thinks you 


‘ and I should pay to rip them out of 


their home and take them to the 
ocean because it is not “ethical” to 
keep them comfortable, safe from 
fishing trawlers, and well fed, as 
they do “tricks” which are actually 
natural behaviors done on cue. 
Why isthe AETA protesting a prob- 
lem that does not exist? 

There ARE organizations that are 
devoted to doing something valu- 
able and honorable to bring the 
public eye to worthwhile animal 
rights or environmental causes. (eg. 
The World Wildlife Fund, 
Waikoloa Marine Life Fund from 
Hawaii, Greenpeace, etc.) But here 
in Edmonton we have the AETA 
who seem to be more interested in 
getting interviewed on TV than 
raising money or awareness for 
worthy causes. Please talk to the 
trainers at WEM if you are really 
concerned about the dolphins or 
any other marine life conservation 
issue because they are true 
Albertans concerned for the Ethi- 
cal Treatment of Animals.

Wendy Hill-Tout was sitting with some 
friends one night when the conversation 
yned to the problem of finding Mr. Right. 
yill-Tout was already in the business of 
making films, having produced several 
award-winning short films, butshe had never 
before attemped a full-length feature film. 

tt all started in a bar,” explains the 
Alberta-based filmmaker. “There was a 
bunch of friends of mine talking about the 
relationships we were in. We were search- 
ing for the perfect man. We all wanted kids 
but didn’t want them until we found the 
perfect man. We also felt that we hadn’t 
achieved what we wanted to accomplish in 
our lives, so there’s no way we could have 
kids until we had done that. Finally, one of 
myfriends said, ‘Why doesn’tsomeonemake 
amovie about this?’” 

Hill-Tout teamed up with another friend, 
former Edmonton Journal writer Lynda 
Shorten, to compose the script of The Perfect 
Man, “a comic look at what a real relation- 
ship is about.” It had started out as a serious 
drama, but quickly they realized that rela- 
tionships are far too surreal for a dramatic 
treatment. 

The Perfect Man follows the tale of Melissa 
(Michelle Little), an aspiring artist stuck with 
Michael (Garwin Sanford), a“ computer cow-

boy” who fancies chocolate chip cookies and 
country music. While she agonizes over 
whether she will find the perfect man, her 
mother Margaret (Phyllis Diller) has locked 
herself in her suburban home after her hus- 
band disappears. Suddenly Melissa meets 
Peter (Brian Jensen), a sophisticated New 
York gallery owner who may not only fufill 


her aspirations, but could be the the guy 


she’s looking for.

but then we thought that she would be wild 
as the mother. We sent hera script, but when 
we found out she was American we decided 
to use her anyway. She did a wonderful job.” 

Using an American star has lead some 
people to believe that this is an attempt by a 
Canadian filmmaker to make an American- 
ized film, while others have pointed out the 
obvious effort to avoid the temptation to 
pound Canadian Content overthe audience’s 
head. Hill-Tout downplays these sentiments 
with an attitude that is in sync with the 
method of her filmmaking—honesty. 

“The biggest challenge facing Canadian 
film is promotion,” she muses. “An Ameri- 
can film has about ten million dollars for 


ut it’s pure Canuck 


promotional alone, but my promotional bud- 
get for cross-Canada was fourty thousand 
dollars—we spent ten thousand on the the- 
atre trailer alone! I’m very pro-Canadian, 
but we deliberately sat down and made the 
protional campaign look American, other- 
wise nobody will [watch the film]. I think 
Canadian film has to become better at mar- 
keting.” 

In the end, Hill-Tout is pleased with the 
final product. There was plenty of struggle— 
distributors going out of business, her own 
pregnancy—but The Perfect Man is a film 
that she wanted to make. 

“Relationships are never perfect, but we 
have grown up with this myth that someday 
we were going to find the perfect compan- 
ion and all the problems in our lives would 
go away. I think men have been raised with 
this myth too. Women have been raised with 
this Cinderella dream that they were going 
to find the perfect man and life would be 
perfect. I don’t think that exists.” 

She pauses and continues. “For me, this 
film really deals with what love really is 
between human beings.

Trying to follow the twisted family tree of 
Brit band New Order gives me a headache. 
In its most simplified form, however, there 
are two facts: New Order is cool. Joy Divi- 
sion is not. “Nuff said. Only now there’s The 
Other Two, which is, well, two members of 
New Order (Stephen Morris and Gillian Gil- 
bert), trying to be as popular as New Order 
without actually sounding like New Order. 

Well, surprise. They do sound like New 
Order. But there are a couple of differences, 
and these redeem the album and make it 
worthwhile for New Order fans to pickit up. 

The first and most important difference is 
the vocalist: Gillian Gilbert is singing. New 
Order music with a female vocalist; hitherto 
unheard of. The first time you listen it might 
sound weird; all the good old analog synth 
noises with someone other than Morris 
singing...but Gilbert does well and’creates a 
new angle to an old sound. 

The lyrics she sings are from the New 
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Order template, but there are some changes.

You know the feeling you get 
when you go on a really rockin’ 
roller coaster? At one point it’s an 
exhilarating thrill and at another 
you feel nauseous. But when the 
ride is over you can say that it was 
well worth the effort. 

Welcome to the 1993 University 
of Alberta Golden Bears football 
season—a roller coaster ride that 
was wild to say the least. It was a 
ride which climaxed with the Bears 
finally making the Canada West 
playoffs for the first time since 1987. 

“When you really look back at it 
you say ‘What was difference be- 
tween us this year and last year?’ 
Well, we were really no different 
except we believed in one another 
and really believed that we could 
doit [make the playoffs],” said Bears 
coach Tom Wilkinson who was 
named the Canada West Coach of 
the Year. 

Though the climax was the post 
season berth, it was only one part of 
a wild story that began in August. 

It started with a bizarre exhibi- 
tion game with the Saskatchewan 
Huskies where the Bears were lead- 
ing 12-3 with ten minutes left in the 
game when the lights went out at 
Clarke Stadium. The August 
Edmonton sun then set, and the 
game had tobe called on account of 
darkness. It was a sign of things to 
come. 

Inthe Canada West season opener 
the Bears dropped a 16-6 decision 
to the Calgary Dinosaurs ina game 
they could have just as easily won. 
Four games into the 
season the Bears had 
compiled a2-2record 
and it looked like an- 
other season of me- - 
diocrity. 

Then came the 
turning point. 

On October 2, the 
Bears headed south 
to play in the annual 
North-South Shrine 
Bowl with. the rival 
Dinosaurs. In the na- 
tionally televised 
game the Bears were 
thumped 35-6. 
Though it could be 
seen asa low point of 
the season, the hu- 
miliation the players 
felt that day served 
as motivation for 
their first run to the 
playoffs in five years. 
They wanted another 
shot at the dreaded 
Dinos and to get it 
they would have to 
make the playoffs. 

“| think that could 
have got the concen- 
tration level up and 
the determination 
up,and they thenhad 
another goal to go af- 
ter,” said Wilkinson. 

To make the playoffs Alberta had 
to win their final three games of the 
season.

“At the start of the year our of- 
fence sputtered and our defence 
was consistent. Then when we 
played Manitoba our offence scored 
quite a few times and I 
think that was the turn- 
ing point. We weren’t 
adifferentteam but we 
believed in one an- 
other and that’s a key 
to winning—playing 
as a team and believ- 
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ing.” 
ane After the victory 
over the Bisons, 


Saskatchewan and the 
UBC Thunderbirds fell 
victim to the Bears’ 
charge forthe playoffs. 
With a 5-3 record, 
Alberta finished sec- 
ond in the league, thus 
setting up the Canada 
West final against the 
Dinosaurs in Calgary. 

The thrilling peak 
that the Bears had 
climbed by making the 
post season crumbled 
under their feet as they 
were again whipped 
by Calgary 32-12 ona 
chilly November 
evening. 

“Calgary wasa good 
football team. I mean 
they went all the way 
to the Vanier Cup,” 
said Wilkinson on the 
Dinosaurs’ run for the 
national title that ended at the hands 
to the CIAU champion Toronto Var- 
sity Blues. 

With the season considered asuc- 


cess by most coaches and players 
the ride was far from over. 

On December 3, because of fund- 
ing problems the U of A Board of 
Governors decided to axe the foot- 
ball team. 

“T knew that there was troubles 
with collecting money before the year 
started,” explained Wilkinson. “But 
once the season is underway you are 
concentrating on how things are go- 
ing on the field. And the way the 
year went this year the last thing you 
thought was going to happen is that 
the program would be dropped.” 

The announcement left many 
stunned, and left the Bears players 
and coaches searching for answers. 
The answers finally came as De- 
partment of Athletics chairman Ian 
Reade, along with Wilkinson and 
some local businessmen came up 
witha financial solution that agreed 
with BoG. On February 16 the Bears 
were Officially resurrected. 

With the 1993-94 ride coming to 


an end, it is now time for the Bears 
to buck up for next fall’s voyage. 
The team will have a different look 
as ten starting players have gradu- 
ated and others will have to stepin 
to fill the void. 

“The guys that graduated this 
year had to fill somebody else's 
shoes and they filled them well 
enough that now we are really g0- 
ing to miss them,” said Wilkinson. 
“So now we have to find people 
that are not going to fill the shoes, 
but they will be able to getin their 
shoes. And hopefully as the year 
goes on the toes become a little bit 
tighter and the shoes becomeailittle 
more comfortable.” 

If the 1994-95 season is anything 
like this past one it will hard for 
anyone to feelcom pletely comfort: 
able. Like the Golden Bears thisyeat 
the new team that hits the turf wil 
just have to hold on tight and enjoy 
the ups and downs of the Canada 
West football roller-coaster.

The Dinosaurs wrapped up the Bears in the end. But the Bears will be back. 


This season began like most of 
the others. A packed training camp 
full of veterans and rookie hopefuls 
were anxious to pull on the Green 
and Gold jersey and continue the 
winning tradition. 

Though the Bears lost some lead- 
ership with 1993 CIAU Player of 
the Year Serge Lajoie graduating 
and fellow defenceman Cory Cross 


moving on to the the Tampa Bay 
Lightning organization, there were 
plenty of able replacements. 

The first half of the season was 
less than average as the Bears only 
managed a 7-5-2 record and found 
themselves fighting for a playoff 
spot. As usual, the team picked 
things up in the second half witha 
8-1-5 and finished one point out of 


second place in the standings. 

“Ina very traditional Golden Bear 
way we were the best team in the 
league in the second half,” said 
Moores. “It wasn’t as pretty as it’s 
been in the past in terms of us not 
dominating teams like we have.” 

All year the Bears had two com- 
mon themes in their games. First, 
they managed to out-chance oppo- 
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nents almost three-to-one but could 
not seem to put the puck away. 
Second, they were often guilty of 
giving up one bad goal a game. 

In the playoffs against the Dino- 
saurs, the Bears never seemed to 
get on track. The team did not have 
that extra ingredient needed to put 
them over the top and into the na- 
tional tournament for the fourth 
straight year. 

“There were some parts of our 
game that we kept waiting to fall 
into place that didn’t fallinto place,” 
said Moores. “It’s like if we could 
have continued the year into April 
everything would have fallen into 
place. You sort of feel like you ran 
out of time. I think that was what 
probably hurt us in the end is that 
not everything was in place, not 
everything clicked like it had in the 
past.” 

The Dinosaurs swept the Bears in 
two straight games in Calgary end- 
ing the streak. The Dinos went onto 
lose to the Lethbridge Pronghorns 


— in the Canada West final. In their 


first ever playoff year, Lethbridge 
captured the national crown. 

Now the Bears must regroup for 
next year. They will have to at- 
tempt to regain their title without 
team captain and two-time All-Ca- 
nadian Todd Goodwin. The quiet 
captain graduates and could be 
playing professional hockey in 
Europe next year.

MATT BALDWIN 

Matt Baldwin began life in 
Blucher, Saskatchewan and com- 
pleted high school at Nutana Colle- 
giate in Saskatoon. He enrolled in 
mechanical engineering at the Uni- 
versity of Saskatchewan and, al- 
ready hooked oncurling, organized 
the first Western Canada intercolle- 
giate curling competition involv- 
ing Saskatchewan, Alberta, and 
Manitoba. When a petroleum engi- 
neering major was established at 
Alberta, he transferred to this uni- 
versity and was granted a B.Sc. in 
that specialty in 1951. 

He brought his enthusiasm for 
curling with him from his native 
province and in the late 1950’s suc- 
ceeded in establishing his sport asa 
recognized event on the intercolle- 
giate calendar. It's no surprise that

But aside from his SUCCEsses iq 
business, Albertans TecOgnize Matt 
Baldwin as one of the greatest cur]. 
ers in the history of the game. That 
reputation rests on achieving five 
Alberta Curling championships 
(1954, ‘56, ‘57, ‘58, and 71), andasa 
three-time winner of the Brier Tan- 
kard, emblematic of the Canadian 
men’s curling championship (1954 
‘57, and ‘58). 
In other activities, Matt served 
ten years on the executive of the 
community-owned Edmonton fs. 
kimo Football Club, including a 
two-year term as president, and 
helped to bring together a diverse 
group of agencies to form whatis 
now the United Way. His contriby. 
tions to curling and tothe quality of 
life in his community have previ- 
ously been recognized by election 
to each of the Edmonton, Alberta, 
and Canadian Sports Halls of Fame, 
as well as the Canadian Curling 
Hall of Fame. 


he followed that up by gaining a 
three-year strangle hold on the 
Western Canadian championship 
in curling for Alberta. His talent for 
salesmanship helped him remove 
the unfortunate distinction between 
so-called “major” and “minor” 
sports, opening the way for many 
student athletes, including himself, 
toearnthe Block“ A” insports other 
than football, basketball, or hockey. 
This may have been one of the ear- 
lier examples of “ politically correct” 
action. 

In the spring of 1950, Matt and 
fellow-student George Knoll rec- 
ognized an opportunity in the 
emerging oil production activity in 
the prairies and established an 
oilwell servicing company that 
would soon become the largest Ca- 
nadian company ofits kind, operat- 
ing 40 rigs in the western provinces 
and the Territories.

“Just like all the other guys he’s 
going to be a hard guy to replace 
because | think he has earned a 
great deal of respect in this league.

Government Student Loans 

Students can still apply for government loans 
to cover intersession (spring/summer). Qualify- 
ing for a loan during intersession has the same 
rules as winter session loans: 

* Must be a full-time student. (3 credits for 
3 weeks, or 6 credits for 6 weeks. Some excep- 
tions exist for 3 credit courses over 6 weeks, call 
the office for info.) 

¢ Apply to the province you are considered 
a resident of. If you currently qualify for Canada 
Student Loans only, you must be taking 12 weeks 
of intersession.

What in the World does an Ombudsman Do? 

An ombudsman acts to ensure that students 
ae treated fairly. This does not mean represent- 
ing students rather we advocate for justice. A 
lage majority of cases involve helping students 
through University bureaucracy. The Ombuds- 
man acts as an interpreter, mediator, and inves- 
igatorto ensure that students are treated accord- 
ing to due process. 


When Should You Use the OmbudService? 

‘if you are unsure about which University 
policy, procedure, or regulation applies to your 
Situation 

‘ifyou feel that you have been treated unfairly 
by anyone on campus 


* if you have a problem that requires someone 
to help negotiate a solution or help facilitate 
communication between yourself and others 

* if you feel that any University policy, proce- 
dure, or regulation has been applied unfairly, or is 
itself fundamentally unjust 

* if you think you have been treated unjustly 
due to your race, gender, or sexual preference 

* if you have a problem with any officer, 
service, decision, or other area of the Students 
Union 

* if you require information or assistance in 
appealing a grade or other academic decision, or 
if you have a specific academic problem that 
cannot be resolved by following regular Univer- 
sity procedures

2. Get it in writing. \f you have received 
special permission to change your degree re- 
quirements, alter a marking scheme, or anything 
else out-of-the-ordinary, get it in writing. This will 
ensure that both parties have accurate records 
should a dispute arise. 

3. You don’t have to be dead to defer. If you 
experience a major emotional or financial upset, 
realize that you may not be able to handle every- 
thing at once. Know your limits. 

4. Call the OmbudService. |f you have any 
questions about policy, procedures, or unfair treat- 
ment at the University or Students’ Union, contact 
us at 492 - 4689, Lower Level, SUB.
